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German Official Statement 
on Destruction of Louvain 


BERLIN, Ang. 80, 1914.—Following

Tega the de 

struction of Louvain: . 

The city of Louvain had surrendered 
and was given over to us by the Belgian 
uuthoritlen. On Monday, Aug. 24, some 
of our troops were shipped there and 

intercourse with the inhabitants was de- 
veloping quite friendly. 

“On Tuesday afternoon, Aug. 265, our 
troops, hearing about an imminent Bel- 
gian sortie from Antwerp, left in that 
direction, the commanding general ahead 
in a motor car, leaving behind only a 
colonel with soldiers to protect the rail- 
road (landsturm battalion Neuss). 


CIVILIANS OPEN FIRE. 

“As the rest of the commaniing 
general's staff, with the horses, was 
going to follow and had collected on 
the market place, rifle fire suddenly 
opened from all the surrounding 
houses, all the horses being killed and 
five officers wounded, one of them se- 
riously. 

“Simultaneously fire opened at 
about ten different places in town, also 
on some of our troops just arrived and 
waiting on the square in front of tae 
station, and on incoming military 
trains. That it was a designed co- 
operation with the Belgian sortie from 
Antwerp was established beyond a 
doubt. 

“Two priests who were caught hand- 
ing out ammunition to the people were 
shot at once in front of the station. 


FIGHT LASTS 24 HOURS. 


“The street fight lasted till Wednes- 
day, the 26th, in the afternoon (twenty- 
four hours), When stronger forces, which 
arrived in the meantime, succeeded in 
getting the upper hand. The town and 
northern suburb were burning at differ- 
ent places, and by this time probably 
have burned down altogether. 

“On the part of the Belgian govern- 
ment a general rising of the population 
against the enemy had, been organized 
for à long time; depots of arms were 
found, where to each gun was attached 
the name of the citizen to be armed. 

“A spontaneous rising of the people 
has been recognized at the request of 
the. smaller states at The Hague con- 
ference as being within the law of na- 
tions, as far as weapons afe carried 
openly and the laws of civilized warfare 


are being observed; but such rising was 
only admitted in order to fight the at- 
tacking enemy. 

TREACHERY OF BELGIANS. 

“In the case of Louvain the town 
already ‘nad @urrendered and the pop- 
ulation renounced, without any resist- 
ance, the town being occupied by our 
troops. 

“ Nevertheless the population at- 
tacked us on all sides and with mur- 
derous fire the occupying forces and 
newly arriving troops, which came in 
trains and automobiles. 

“ Therefore there can be no question 
of means of defense allowed by the 
law of nations, neither of a warlike 
guetapens (ambush), but only of a 
treacnerous attempt of the civil popu- 
lation all along the line, and all the 
more to be condemned as it was ap- 
parently planned long beforehand with 
a simultaneous attack from Antwerp, 
as arms were not carried openly, as 
women and young girls took part in 
the fight and blinded our wounded, 


wffcking their eyes out. 


GERMAN ACTS JUSTIFIED. 


“The barbarous attitude of the Bel- 
gian population in all parts occupied by 
our troops has not only justified our 
severest measures but forced them on 
us for the sake U self-preserva tion. 

“The intensity of the resistance of 
the population is shown by the fact that 
in Louvain twenty-four hours were 
necessary to break down their attack. 

“We ourselves regret deeply that 
during these fights the town of Louvain 
has been destroyed to a great extent. 


Needless to say that these consequences | | 


are not ‘intentional on our part, but can- 
not be avoided in this infamous Franc- 
tireur war being led against us. 


BLAME BELGIAN GOVERNMENT. 

“ Whoever knows the good natured 
character of our troops cannot serious- 
ly pretend that they are inclined to 
needless or frivolous destruction. 

“The entire responsibility for these 
events rests with the Belgian govern- 
ment, who, with criminal) frivolity, has

GROUNDS IN FOG, 


George F. Baker from Duluth, 
Sticks on Shoal Off the 
Winnetka Shore, 


The steamship George F. Baker, laden 
with 15,000 tons of iron ore, bound out of 
Duluth for South Chicago, went aground 
off Elm street, Winnetka, in a heavy fog 
yesterday. 

At midnight the big ore ship lay on the 
shoal with its waist two feet above water 
line, hard aground, with no prospect of 
floating before daybreak. 

«The ship was held to be in peril in event 
of a northéaster because of the exposed 
position. 

The Evanston life saving crew, under 
Capt. P. F. Jensen, put out in a motor 
life boat shortly after noon and stood 
by through the night. 

Fleet of Tugs at Scene. 

Two heavy tugs were kept under steam 
at the docks of the Dunham Towing and 
Wrecking company all night ready for 
emergency calle from the fleet of tugs 
About the grounded boat.

agent for the company; of Cleveland, re- 
fused to give any information concerning 
the ship. Capt. W. H. Cambeau, in com- 
mand, gave out no statements. 

The grounding of the vessel at a point 
eo far off the steamer lanes was some- 
thing of a puzsle to Chicago harbor men. 

Thinks Captain Mistook Light. 

A captain familiar with the west coast 
said in his opinion the navigating officer 
of the ship had mistaken Gross Point 
light for the South Chicago light and put 
in full speed ahead, expecting to make 
his harbor, until the veseel nosed into 
the shelving sand of the Winnetka shore. 
This opinion was borne out in a degree 
by the posttion of the vessel and the fact 
that, laden with ore, the big vessel, 540 
feet long and 58 feet beam, hed been 
forced so far out of water. 

The distress signals of the vessel ex- 
cited residents of the north shore, and 
there was an automobdile pilgrimage to

TO 7,000,000 

Enormous Forces to Be 


in the Field by Next 
Month. 


HOLD FIRM IN PRUSSIA 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—Reports recetved 
from Petrograd today say that the Rus 
sian pursuit of the Austrians continues 
and that the Russians have gained impor- 
tant successes. over the Austrian rear 
guard. The whole of the Austro“Rus- 
sian border between Yusevoff and Anna- 
pol is reported to be overrun by Cossacks, 
who are leading the Russian advance. 

The Russian army now in Galicia will 
be left there to complete ite work, for, ac- 
cording to a Rome dispatch, am army of 
900,000 Russians is marching into central 
| Poland, followed by another army of 
2,000,000, while a third army, also aggre- 
| gating 2,000,000, is coming from more dis- 
| tant regions and will reach the front in 
October. 


Bussia to Use 7,000,000 Men. 

There already are said to be a million 
Russians in Galicia and a half million 
in East Prussia. While these numbers 
are enormous they are considered prob- 
ably a fair estimate of what Russia soon 
will have available for her war. It is 
said she will soon have 7,000,000 me on 
the maye.. 

While continving the offensive in Gall- 
cla, Russia is standing on the défensive 
on the East Prussian frontier, her army 
having been driven back by the Germans. 
This army, however, is said to be intact. 


More Germans Oalled Out. 

German military authorities occupying 
the territory around Kalisz in Russian 
Poland have called to the colors all the 
German inhabitants there between the 
ages of 16 and 46. 

Many of the German subjects fied. Some 
of these were caught and twenty were 
hanged. 

The Reuter Telegram company's corre- 
spondent at Nish, sends an official Aus- 
trian statement which includes the fol- 
lowing: 

“On the northern front beyond the 
Save river, notwithstanding the fact that 
our offensive has been crowned with suc- 
cess, our troops have been recalled for 
strategic purposes.” 


Germans Checked in East Prussia. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 18.—The following 
ommunication was issued today by the 
chief of the general staff: 

„On the front in East Prussia the 
armies o* Gen. Rennenkampf definitely 
stopped on Sept. 17 the offensive move- 
ment of the Germans. At several points 
the Germans are falling beck and shift- 
ing to new positions. 

“On the Austrian front the pursuit 
ef the enemy continues. The Russians 
are approaching the defensive positions 
K Sienawa, Jaroslau, and Przemysl in 
Galicia.” 


Austrians Given Little Newa. 
VENICE, via Paris, Sept. 18.—In the 
complete absence of satisfactory details 
regarding the progress of the campaign’ 
m Galicia and along the Servian frontier, 
the Austrian public is waiting with 
patience for some definite news as to 
what really is happening. 

Ever since it became known that Rus 
sia was making great headway in Galicia 
the comment in Vienna newspapers has 
been. guarded, the editorials dealing 
ehiefly with the German campaign in 
western Furope. The presence of 70,000 
Polish refugees from Galicia, however, 
added to the constant arrival of train- 
loads of wounded, tends to offset this 
reticence. 

Germans Govern Russian Province. 

BERLIN, via Rotterdam Sept. 17, via 
London, Sept. 18.—The German govern- 
ment has appointed Count von Merveidt 
as governor of the Rusgian province of 
Suwalki and other points occupied by 
them.

Will Wait Until One of the 
Nations Officially Re- 
quests Action. 


WOMEN URGE ON HIS WORK 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special.] 
— President Wilson will not permit him- 
self or the state department to be used as 
a catspaw to pull chestnuts out of the fire 
for any of the belligerent European na- 
tions. 

The president is ready and eager to take 
any step that will bring cessation of the 
great war or even a temporary suspen- 
sion of hostilities for the discussion of 
peace, but he is unwilling to be used by 
either of the parties to the quarrel as a 
means of gaining an advantage, moral or 
otherwise, over an adversary. He will 
resent any endeavor to involve the United 
States in diplomatic jockeying on the 
peace question. 

This is the blunt statement of the lat- 
eat phase of the peace situation as it 
developed here today. It represents the 
attitude of the president, which will be 
made known to the warring powers in 
more diplomatic form. 


Wilson Puts His Foot Down. 

It became known today that Mr. Wilson 
bas put his foot down on the efforts being 
made to induce him to continue the sub- 
mission of peace proposals to the bellig- 
erents on the basis of unauthorized state- 
ments that this or that combatant is will- 
ing to consider mediation. 
Until he receives a definite official re- 
quest to undertake medigtion the presi- 
dent will ignore the subtle schemes to 
employ the United States as a medium of 
revealing the attitude of an adversary 
toward a settlement of the big interna- 
tional dispute. 
In pursuance of this policy the presi- 
dent will not sound Great Britain, France, 
Russia, and Belgium concerning their 
willingness or unwillingness to discuss 
peace with Germany and Austria. 
Mr. Wilson reiterated today that the 
German chancellor in formally acknowl- 
edging the state department's inquiry 
whether the kaiser would consider a peace 
proposal was extremely brief and en- 
tirely nonocommittal on the question of 
mediation. 


Pressure Brought on Wilson. 

Extraordinary efforts have been made 
to convince the presidefit that the mes- 
sage of the Grman chancellor should be 
construed as an intimation of the will- 
ingness of the kaiser to consider peace 
and as an indirect and informal request 
to the American government to approach 
the allies on the proposition. 

It is known, however, that-the president 
has fresh reason to proceed cautiously 
even in furthering a movement, the suc- 
cess of which is so greatly desired by the 
entire civilized world. 

Tt appears that the allies harbor sus- 
picions that Germany is pretending to be 
in favor of peace for the double purpose 
of causing President Wilson to elicit the 
allles“ confidential plans in regard to a 
settlement of the war and of placing the 
allies in the position of refusing to end 
the carnage that is shocking the world. 


Germans Also Suspicious. 

The Germans have their suspicions 
also. They appear to think that the al- 
lies are seeking to discover through the 
mecium of the United States what Ger- 
many would consider in the way of peace 
terms and ah to elicit from Germany an 
admission that it is ready to quit. 

Iresmuch as all parties to the struggie

In pursuance of a stern devotion 
to thig policy he refused today to receive 
Horate L. Brand of Chicago, publisher 
of the IIlinois Staats Zeitung, who wished 
to present a est against the charges 
of atrécities by the German troops which 
were sumbit officially by the Belgian 
delegation. 

Senator Lewis was unable to arrange an 
appointment for Mr. Brand, who left for 
Chicago this afternoon. The explanation 
given the genator at the White House 
was that it would be embarrassing to the 
president to receive a delegation of Amer- 
ican citizens, even though they style 
themselves German-Americans, to pro- 
test against an official representation by 
the-Belgian government. 

The reception of American citizens for 
that purpose, it was pointed out, would 
be a violation of neutrality both by the 
delegation and by the president. 

The president made it clear that he 
would receive Mr. Brand if he is a Ger- 
man subject desiring to present an of- 
ficial protest from the German govern- 
ment against the Belgian representations. 
But Mr. Brand said he ie an American 
citizen, 

Mr. Brand sent to the White Housea 
petition signed by several thousand 
Germans in Illinois and neighboring 
states against the reception of the 
Belgian commission by the president. 
The president believes the signing of this 
petition by American citizens is incon- 
sistent with a strict observation of neu- 
trality. He may write Mr. Brand a letter 
setting forth his views on the conduct of 
American citizers, not only of German, 
but of French, English, Russian, and 
Austrian origin. 


Women Plead for Peace. 


President Wilson today received an ap- 
peal from women of all nations that he 


lead a movement to end the European 
war. It was carried to the White House 
by Mrs. Rosika Schwimmer of Hungary, | 
secretary of the International Woman 
Suffrage alliance, who wae presented by 
Senator Thomas. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt accompanied 
Mrs. Schwimmer. The total of those for 
whom the appeal was made was not less 
than 1,000,000 women of thirteen coun- 
tries. 

The president told me he was think- 
ing day and night about the possibility 
of peace in Europe,“ declared Mme. 
Schwimmer after her interview with Mr. 
Wilson. “‘ He seemed to be deeply inter- 
ested in the movement and said he would 
lose no opportunity of taking practical 
steps to end the war.”

Germans, who are numerous in Amer- 
ica, perhaps thought to be of service to 
their empire by stirring up opinion, but 
American opinion. like that of the Dng- 
lish or the opinion of any other impartial 
country, sees through this game and has 
already given its verdict. 

There is a disaster greater than war. 
A hasty, deceptive peace would give only 
a breathing space which would enable 
German militarism to prepare its revenge 
and a war worse than the present.“ 


Austria Scouts Peace. 


ROME, via Paris, Sept. 18.—An Aus- 
trian official denial from Vienna that any 
initiative toward peace has been taken 
by Austria is causing much comment 
here, because it contains no assurance 
that peace would be concluded together 
with Germany. The Austro-German 
treaty originally contained a clause spec- 
ifying that the two countries should act 
eciprocally. 


CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW RIDES

After crossing the bor- 
der into France we picked up men joining 
the colors on the way to Paris, until our 
train could hold no more.

They mirtook 
me for an Englishman and cried: ‘ Long 
live the entente cordial.’ 

We stayed in Paris a week and then 
left for Boulogne. We were obliged to 
crowd into a coach as best we could.

CAMPAIGNS ABE DEFENSIVE 


New York, Sept. 18.—Dr. Konstantin 
Dumba, Austrian ambassador to the 
United States, today issued the following 
statement: 

Jam compelled to protest most em- 
phatically against the false reports sent 
via London from Rome, Milan, Geneva, 
Copenhagen, and St. Petersburg about 
the Austrian campaign in Russian Po- 
land and Galicia. To quote some of these 
reports purporting to come from official 
sources: 

“* The Austrians lost since the battles 
of Lemberg 350,000 dead and wounded 
and 100,000 prisoners.’ But we hear that 
immediately afterwards ‘the Austrian 
generals, Dank! and Auffenberg, who had 
to retreat from Russian Poland, succeed- 
ed in uniting and rallying for a new fight.’ 


Says Reunion Controverts Losses. 


I do not think that anybody endowed 
with a little common sense can for one 
moment believe that an army of 1,000,000, 
having lost 450,000 men, would be able 
immediately to rally for a new fight. 

Then, again, ‘The backbone of the 
Austrian army in Galicia was utterly 
broken after the fall of Lemberg, it prac- 
tically no longer existed, so that the 
dreaded Cossacks had the cohice between 
a rush to Budapest to join hands with 
the Serbs and the announced onslaught 
to Berlin via Breslau.’ 

What in reality happered is this: The 
Austro-Hungarian troops from the be- 
ginning had to wage in eastern Galicia a 
defensive war against great odds. After 
repeated engagements, they fell back on 
their strong line of defense under the pro- 
tection of the first class fortress of 
Przemysl. 

The advance of our northernand cen- 
tral army to Lublin and to the river Bog, 
although finally checked and repulsed, 
achieved its end to arrest the progress 
of a huge Russian army in the direction 
of Thorn and Breslau and to relieve the 
enormous pressure brought to bear by 
Rennenkampf's army on two or three Ger- 
man army corps left to defend East Prus- 
sia. 

Here the Russian invasion recently 
resulted in defeat and disaster.» 


Loss of Galicia Unimportant. 


* As to the central Russian army, with 
the fortress of Brest-Litowsk to lean 
upon, its onslaught on the Prussian prov- 
inces of Silesia and Posen is far from im- 
minent, as tho Polish territory on the left 
bank of the Vistule occupied by German 
troops must be first conquered. The only 
tangible result of the Russian victories 
is the occupation of eastern Galicia, a flat, 
open country, without any strategical po- 
sitions, which had to be given up to the 
enemy, as everybody knew in Austria.

“Mme. Vandervelde wishes to tefl the 
American people what she has seen her- 
self—the stream of refugees leaving Ma- 
lines, the bombardment, the murderous 
raids of the Zeppelins, and the story of 
the burning of Louvain. She wishes to 
tell them also of the sublime courage of 
the Belgian people.

WAS PREPARED FOR WAR. 

That Germany. has. considered war 
with France as inevitable sooner or later 
ie always evident. The Germans have 
been preparing for it for years, feeling 
that it was bound to come. 

They have worked out the details of 
their army equipment to a degree that 
is amazing. The same careful minds 
tnat have evolved siege guns that fire 
dynamite shells five feet high and four- 
teen inches in diameter such as were used 
at Liege have worked out the apparently 
insignificant but really important detail 
of having two sets of suspended buttone 
on the trousers of the soldier, so that 
the failure to function of one set need 
not delay the man in his onward march- 
ing. Detalls have been worked out to 
microscopic finetiess. 

The color of the German uniforms is 
one which blends in the landscape so that 
it is almost invisible at a distance of a 
few hundred yards. In tragic contrast to 
this ie the French uniform, a cumber- 
some long blue coat and red trousers 
which make the wearer visible three 
times as far away as that of the German 
soldier. 

FRENCH BADLY EQUIPPED. 
The naversack and equipment of the 
French soldier is equally inferior to that 
of the German, whose equipment has 
been worked out with scientific precision 
to a point where the very last degree of 
durability and compactness has been se- 
cured. 

While the French have been singing 
the Marseillaise we've been thinking,” 
remarked a German officer in comment- 
ing upon the inferiority of the French 
Uniform and equipment to that of the 
German. 

The French have clung to the old fash- 
zoned long tailed blue coat and red trou- 
sers, although knowing a change to a 
modern and more serviceable uni- 
form was imperative. In consequence 
the French soldier is a target as soon as 
he is in sight, which is long before the 
gray, dust colored German uniform is 
visible. 

The same thoroughness which the 
German empire has applied to the exten- 
sion and development of its commerce 
has been applied to the perfecting of its 
military machine. As the one has grown, 
so has the other, and by the same pains- 
taking, persistent application. No de- 
tau, however small, has been overlooked. 
There seems never to be a missing strap 
or a defective buckle. 
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URGES QUIZ INTO 
WAR ‘ATROCITIES’

LONDON, Sept. 18.~An inquiry by 
American jurists into the allégations of 
German disregard of the rules of civilized | 
warfare is suggested by the Weekly Spec- 
tator in its current issue. 

‘‘ Undoubtedly American jurists would 
command most general confidence,“ the 
Spectator says. We cannot ask Presi- 
dent Wilson or the American government 
to appoint such a committee of inquiry. 
They would naturally be afraid of annoy- 
ing the German government by so doing 
and of impeérilling that strict, nay anxious, 
neutrality which they desire to maintain 
in the case of the German empire. 


Can Be Privately Invited? 

“We do not see, however, why the 
French, British, and Belgian governments 
should not privately invite three Amer- 
ican jurists of high distinction to un- 
dertake the wark of discovering whether 
the Germans have respected and are re- 
specting the agreement made at The 
Hague in 1800 and 1907, and also those 
rules of civilized warfare which gener- 
ally are respected by belligerents and to 
report whether any infringement of these 
conventions and these rules have been 
made by military order of whether such 
cases of inhumanity as have taken place 
were due merely to the soldiery having 
got out of hand afid that the responsible 
officers did their best, even if ineffective- 
ly, to check the unauthorized action.

LONDON, Sept. 18—Theré has just 
been received in London a copy of the 
Russian orange book, giving the Russtan 
diplomatic correspondence from the time 


This cor- 
respondence undertakes to show Russia's 
efforts to prevent war and Germanys de- 
termination that war should follow the 
Austrian ultimatum, and not only Ger- 
many’s failure, but its refusal da taxe 
any steps that might prevent war. 

The fisst dispatch in the book ts from 
the Ruesian chargé d'affaires at Hel- 
grade to the foreign minister at St. pe- 
tersburg, telling. of the ultimatum and 
saying that Servia solicited the aid of 
Russia, es the Servian government could 
not accept the Austrian demands. This 
was on July 23. The nest day Sazonow, 
the foreign minister, instructed the Kue- 
tian chargé @’affaires at Vienna to ask 
Count Berchtold to prolong the forty- 
eight hour time limit to Servia in order 
to give the powers time to smooth out 
the complications. 


A Plea Made to Austria. 

The dispatch said as Austria was willing 
to inform the powers of the results of the 
inquiry upon which the ultimatum was 
based, “it ought, therefore, to give them 
time to consider them. A refusal to pro- 
long the terms of the ultimatum would 
deprive of all weight the proceeding of 
the Austro-Hungarilan government to- 
ward the powers and would be in eontra- 
diction of the very basis of the interna- 
tional relation.“

The dispatch 
said; It ie desirable for you to express 
the conviction that it is impossible for 
Russia not to come to the aid of §ervia.”’ 

On the same day Russia lear of the 
Austrian mobilisation and Sazonow tele- 
Fraphed the charge in Vienna to urge the 
Austrian government to authorize the 
ambassador in St. Petersburg to enter 
into an exchange of views for mutual 
revision of some provisions of the ulti- 
matum to Servia. The dispatch says, 
“ Please explain the sense of this tele 
gram prudentiy and amicably to the min- 
ister of foreign affairs.” 

Germany was asked to advise Vienna 
to accept this proposition. On the same 
day the French minister of foreign affaire 
asked the German ambassador in Paris if 
Bngiand, Germany, Italy, and France 
could not make representations to St. 
Petersburg and Vienna, as the affair 
had at last resolved itself into a conflict 
between Russia and Austria, but the Ger- 
man ambassador replied he could not act 
as be had no instructions. 


Effort for Peace Cited. 

On July 27 Sazcnow telegraphed Benck- 
endorff in London: The English ambas- 
sador hae suggested that if we think it 
useful, England will take the initiative or 
convoking in London of a conference of 
representatives of England, France, Ger- 
many, and Italy, to seek a way out of the 
situation. I answered the ambassador 
that I had entered into a conversation 
with the Austro-Hungarian ambassador 
under conditions that I hope were favor- 
able. 

However, I have not yet received à re- 
ply to the proposal that I made of a re- 
vision of the note by the two cabineta. 
It direct explanations of the cabinet in 
Vienna cannot be realized, I am willing 
to acéept the English propotal or any 
other capable of solving the problem 
ka vorabiy.“

Smith of Dwight, himself a candidate, 
cast the decisive vote which elected Kin- 
ney. L. L. Emmerson of Mount Vernon 
was the Sherman candidate. 


Meeker Meets Defeat. 

The Sherman people retailated in part 
| later in the day by helping to defeat Ar- 
thur Meeker, the Chicago packer, for one 
of the nominations for trustee of the 
University of Illinois. Mr. Meeker was 
defeated on a roll call by 226 votes by Dr. 
J. T. Montgomery of Charleston, presi- 
dent of the state board of agriculture. 

Dr. Montgomery's candidacy was engi- 
neered chiefly by former Speaker Charles 
Adkine of Monticello. It had the persons 
assistance of former Congressman Wil- 
nam B. McKinley of Champaign. Dr. 
Montgomery is already an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the board of trustees as president 
of the state fair board. In certain issues 
which had been raised he has been known 
as an active opponent of policies advo- 
cated by President James of the un- 
versity.

~*8ullivan is the man we've got to beat.“ 
was the decision reached before the call 
to order and the fervor of preparation for 
battle against him almost wiped out what 
anxiety there had been concerning such 
matters of convention business as the 
‘gdoption of the platform.

That task of the resolutions committee 
was accomplished without a hitch, save 
for two slight bits of argument on the

Roosevelt Off for Kansas. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 18.—[Special ]— 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt spent twenty 
minutes in St. Louls tonight en route to 
Wichita, Kas., where he will assist the 
Progressive party. 

Before departing, Col. Roosevelt dis- 
patched twe telegrams. One was to Me- 
din McCormick at Chicago and the other 
to Lorenzo Dow at Tacoma, Wash. In 
both he expressed hope of Progressive 
victory. He asked McCormick to tell the 
Progressives of Illinois he soon will be 
with them to aid their campaign. 

He requested Dow to assure the party 
members of Washington that he is with 
them in spirit and expects them to tri- 
umph, but expresses his regret that he 
will be unable to assist them in person. 
Col. Roosevelt will go to Chicago from 
Kansas. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS MORE THAN 
WHOLE NEW YORK CITY LOAN. 


Foreign Participation Estimated 


at 20 Per Cent of $100,000,000 
Issue. 


New York, Sept. 18.—The banking syn- 
dicate which undertook to finance New 
York City’s debts in Europe by the flota- 
tion of a 100,000,000 6 per cent note issue 
running from one to three years an- 
nounced today that subscriptions in ex- 
cess of the amount required had been 
received. The offering will not be closed 
however, until all prospective subscrib- 
ers have been heard from. 

No figures are yet available, but it is 
believed the foreign participation is fully 
20 per cent of the whole. That is to say, 
many holders of maturing notes, which 
are held largely in London and Paris, 
have agreed to accept the new notes in 
lieu of cash far the expiring issues. 

The syndicate it is understood, under- 
took the transaction and is to carry it 
to its conclusion withoutany profit. Sub- 
scribers may, however, make a profit of 
about 2 per cent, the outcome depending 
entirely upon the rates of exchange which 
will rule when payments are being made.

“UNANIMOUS CONSENT.” 

It is tolerably safe to say that there will be 
unanimous consent among the sane people of the 
country as to the egregious folly and ludicrous 
absurdity of the desperate attempt of the pork 
barrel senators to silence or wear out their vig- 
orous opponents by an appeal to an ancient and 
technical ruling as to the conditions under which 
a speaker th the august chamber may hold the 
floor.

WHAT OF THE CONTINUED PEACE 
TALK? 

The barriers and difficnities in the way of peace 
with honor for all in Europe have been candidly 
pointed out in Tue Trisune. But it may be 
admitted that the fact that peace talk continues, 
that even noucommittal answers are given to 
inquiries as to mediation and discussion of possi- 
ble terms, is not without significance. There is, 
as the president says, nothing tangible before him 
or before the neutral world that would rejoice in 
the first materia] indication of peace; but intangi- 
ble and little things are not to be scorned. 

Here is the actual situation: Germany has no 
objection to informal beginnings of mediation. She 
is ready to discuss peace terms; she is not indul- 
ging in talk of war to the bitter end, war of ex- 
termination. She did not enter the war for ag- 
gressive purposes and has no such purposes now; 
if, therefore, the allies are ready to consider terms 
of peace, she is. The neutral United States may 
sound the allies and obtain their tentative ideas 
of the irreducible minimum of their peace pro- 
gram. If they are in a reasonable and moderate 
mood, they will find Germany in a like mood; if 
they cherish illusions and make inadmissible de- 
mands, there will be no opening and no basis of 
discussion. 

Now, if the allies in turn will appeal to reason 
and moderation, a favorable psychological atmos- 
phere will have been created for peace discussion 
and for mediation. The advantage and significance 
of such appeals to reason and moderation lie In 
the fact that subtly and unconsciously they under- 
mine the wall of truculence and perversity and 
enable reason to enter the citadel. It it be true 
that where there is smoke there is some fire, it is 
also true that when in the midst of war there is 
persistent talk of peace, no matter how vague 
and general it may be, there is ground for hope 
that mediation is getting hold and clearing the way.

The professor's warning to business and industry 
to Jook to the character and caliber of their leaders 
for the sake of the industrial stability and the we!! 
being of the country would gain greatly in effective- 
ness if the same warning had also been issued hy 
him to the working people. Just as it is essential 
that the men at the head of capitalist enterprise 
he possessed of high moral character along with 
their high business ability, it is fully as important 
that the men who direct great organized grmies of 
workmen he high minded and scrupulous. In the 
past, unfortunately, labor has suffered from in- 
competent and corrupt leadership all too frequently. 
Sociul justice will be promoted in this country most 
rapidly when the highest motives of citizenship 
come into the foreground in both camps.

O what extent Germany had pre- 
pared for the outbreak of the war 
and had timed the inauguration of 
the hostilities is strikingly shown 
by the discovery that already in 
June and in the beginning of July last 
the principal ocean liners sailing from 
Hamburg and from Bremen carried con- 
cealed in their holds all the guns and am- 
munition needed to convert them im the 
space of a few hours into armed cruisers. 
Careful search of the large fleet of Ger- 
man ocean liners held in New York by 
their owners to avert capture by the Eng- 
lish probably would reveal the fact that 
each of them carries secreted in the neth- 
er most recesses of its hold the same com- 
plete outfit of guns and of ammunition es 
was carried by the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse whea it last sailed from New 
York on July 21 without exciting the sus- 
picion or attracting the attention of the 
United States custom and port authori- 
ties.

The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse landed 
its mails and specie at Plymouth on Tues- 
day, July 28 proceeding from thence to 
Cherbourg. 

On July 29 the Englieh fleet took up its 
vigil in the North sea, and it is now 
known that the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse did not pass through the Straits 
of Dover or make any attempt to reach 
either Bremen or Hamburg after lwv- 
ing Cherbourg. 

There is every evidence, indeed, of the 
fact that after quitting that French port 
it made its way around the west coast of 
Ireland up to the neighborhood of Ice- 
land, converting itself while at sea into 
a armed cruiser by means of the guns 
and ammunition in its hold. 

On Aug. 7, just ten days later, it cap- 
tured and sank an English fishing boat 
off Iceland, taking on, board the skipper 
| and crew as prisoners of war. 

On Aug. 14 it turned up south of the

That the German liners in New York 
harbor are loaded to their utmost capac- 
ity with coal, carrying three or four times 
the amount needed for an ordinary trip 
across the Atlantic, is well known. That 
their crews are available for service at a 
few hours’ notice is likewise no secret. 

There is nothing to prevent them from 
leaving the port of New York at their 
own risk if unarmed. But if they have, 
like the ill fated Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, hidden away in their holds all the 
armament and ammunition needed for 
their conversion at sea into armed cruis- 
ers, the United States might become pe- 
cuniarily responsible for any damage 
which they might do to British merchant 
shipping.

One of the first naval officers to lose his 
life in the present war was Capt. Nigel 
Barttelot, commander of the cruiser Lib- 
erty, in the fight off Helgoland. He was 
killed by a German shell. He was but 32 
years old. 

His father, Sir Walter George Bartte- 
bot, lost his life in action at Retief’s neck 
in South Africa during the Boer war, 
while his uncle, Maj. Edmund Barttelot, 
met his death by violence in the Congo 
valley as the result of a mystertous trag- 
edy which has never been laid bare. 

He was acting at the time as command- 
er of the rear guard of the Emin Pasha 
transafrican relief expedition, and there 
was #0 great an amount of popular sen- 
timent in Engiand in connection with the 
affair against Sir Henry M. Stantey, the 
leader of the expedition, that the crown 
found itself compelled to defer for nearly 
tea years the grant to him of his prom-

The Barttelots are among the oldest 
familles in England, where the founder 
was Adam Barttelot, who took part in 
the battle of Hastings under the flag of 
Wiliam the Conqueror and afterwards 
settled down at Stopham in Sussex, where 
he married the heiress of the De Stop- 
hams. 

The aisles and walls of the little parish 
church at Stopham are covered with 
brasses and monuments of the Bartte- 
lots, many of them dating from the time 
of the crusades. 

According to an ancient pedigree in the 
possession of the family John Barttelot, a 
descendant of Adam, took the castle of 
Fontenay in France, for which Edward 
the Black Prince gave him a castle for 
his crest, while the ewan which also sur- 
mounts the Barttelot coat of arms origi- 
nated in the fact that the family pos- 
sessed the hereditary right of keeping 
swans on the river Arun in Sussex. 

The Barttelots still make their home at 
Stopham, and they furnish an almost 
unique instance of a property descending 
from father to son in an unbroken line 
for nearly nine centuries.

Frederick E. Smith, one of the foremost 
of the Conservative leaders, whom his 
political foe and private chum, Winstom 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty induced the government to ap- 
point as unpaid chief of the war news bu- 
reau and cersor’s office, is the only mem- 
ber of the bar and king’s counsel who 
without having figured either as attorney 
general or as solicitor general has been 
admitted to membership of the sover- 
eign’s privy council. 

Although he is one of the most vigo- 
rous and vitriolic assailants of the gov- 
ernment, he received this unusual dis- 
tinction three years ago when the present 
Asquith administration was in office. 

Presenting the appearance of a man of 
anc.ent lineage, with tall, sum figure, a 
handsome, boyish face, and excellent 
manners, he may be said to have sprung 
from the people. His father was a pri- 
vate soldier who managed to educate 
himself until late i1 life he succeeded in 
securing a call to the bar. 

He had a large family, and the Rt. Hon. 
Frederick Smith, the most promising of 
his sons, can also be described as having 
educated himself in the sense that his 
education cost his father little or nothing. 

He was so clever that he won one valu- 
able scholarship after another in such 
numbers that the amount which they 
brought him more than paid for his 
schooling both at Birkenhead and after- 
wards at the university. 

The fellowship which he obtained at 
Oxford thereupon enabled him to defray 
the expenses in connection with his call 
to the bar, where he at once achieved suc- 
cess; and today, though barely 45, he 
enjoys the reputation of making more 
money than any lawyer in England. a 
country where legal fees are notoriously 
h gh.

Unlike David Lloyd-George, he never 
loses either his head or his temper, has 
the gift of saying the most cutting and 
insulting things: in the most suavé and 
gentlemanly manner and possesses a 
happy gift of repartee. 

This is invaluable to him as a platform 
orator. He is never at a loss, and on one 
occasion when he was discoursing on the 
advantages of tariff reform, and a heckier 
kept on interrupting him with the cry, 
What about our food?” he silenced him 
with the rejoinder:

In the state of Indiana foreigners who have 
taken out first papers may, under the constitu- 
tion of Indiana, vote. This cannot be done ip 
Illinais and in many other states, but it may 
be done in Indiana, Arkansas, Texas, and a 
few other states. 
This man can finish his naturalization at La 
Porte, South Bend, or any other place. His 
difficulty will be in procuring witnesses who 
have known him consecutively for five years. 
It may be necessary for him to take the depo- 
sition of persons in different places in order to 
complete the chain of evidence. 

The fee for final papers is $4.

Chicago, Sept. 18.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—My early training was in a Ger- 
man Sunday school, in the German 
tongue; my type of thought is Teutonic. 
My practical theology is from Tolstoi and 
Sabatier—“‘man incurably religious.“ 
My sympathies are with republican tend- 
encies in France and America. But this 
doesn’t mean, as a correspondent implies, 
that God is always with democracy, or 
that the survival of the fittest signifies 
the survival of brotherhood, intelligence, 
or even mere force, necessarily, in a 
given century. 
Put Socrates and a shark in mid-ocean. 
The shark will survive. Fittest means 
best adapted to a particular time and en- 
vironment. Job's accusers were the 
“fit” in his day. The best imperialism 
and ecclesiasticism of his time crucified 
Christ. Not with levity, but in sad irony, 
the Balkan states might protest to Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Russia and Aus- 
tria, in the name of that Christianity 
which means humanity, to stop this de- 
atruction on a scale vaster than possible 
in the dark ages or reign of absolute 
despotism,

A great many we, know 
and if each one of the ladies in’ whom 
he was particularly interested wrote him 
twenty thousand love letters his time 
must have been busily employed in read- 
ing them How he ever got time to 
answer them all and to write volumes and 
volumes of books is beyond my wildest 
imagination. Hugo not only wrote Mme. 
Drouet love letters but he wrote her 
fifty-eight poems. 

Mme. Drouet played so conspicuous a 
part in Hugo’s life that twelve books were 
written concerning her relations with 
him and eight paintings and statues were 
made of her by famous painters and sculp- 
tors. The author or compiler of the vol- 
ume before me, “ LOVE LETTERS OF 
JULIETTE DROUET TO VICTOR 
HUGO“ (McBride, Nast & Co.) has made 
selections from these twenty thousand 
letters and filled a book of four hundred 
and odd pages.

Mme. Drouet was a popular actress, but 
Hugo forced her to abandon the stage, to 
relinquish the hollow flattery of society, 
and cloistered her with one servant, two 
or three of his portraits and a five foot 
shelf of books. That exciting life in the 
theater was almost too great a contrast 
and she complains of having nothing to 
do. Write to me.“ commanded Hugo. 
Write me everything that comes into 
your head, everything that causes your 
heart to beat, and she did. That ex- 
plains the twenty thousand letters. These 
letters were delivered to M. Louis Kock 
the executor of Mme. Drouet from whom 
they passed into the hands of Blalsot, 
the Parisian publisher, from whom the 
compiler of this book obtained them, 
Louis Gimbaud.

Mme. Drouet was a child of the people, 
her father was a humble tailor and her 
mother was of the same walk in life. 
Her mother died while she was still a baby 
and her father died a year later. She 
was brought up until she was old enough 
to go to a convent by a man, who claimed 
to be her uncle and who spoiled her be- 
cause of her charming manners and 
beauty. After she left the convent she 
felis into the hands of a sculptor whose 
model she was. He thoug.:t of marrying 
her (she was then only 16), but feared it 
would’ never do for so great a man to 
marry his model so he mae herghis mis- 
tress. He wanted to take care of her 80 
he put her on the stage.

MANY PAUPERS 
OF OTHER CITIES 


Dependents Come Here, Stay 
Year and Must Be 
Supported. 


OUTSIDERS SEND MONEY 


Eugene T. Lies, superintendent of the 
United Charities, disclosed yesterday that 
Chicago is caring for many of the paupers 
of neighboring communities. 

“I don’t believe these nearby cities 
purposely send paupers and dependents 
of other sorts into Chicago,” Mr. Lies 
sald, dut they come here nevertheless. 
And after they have resided here a year 
we must support them, as it is then too 
late to send them back. 

“Our friends in the neighboring. com- 
munities are beginning to recognize we 
have greater poverty problems than they, 
and consequently are beginning to con- 
tribute to our work. Within a week we 
have received sums from bankers in oth- 
er cities and states, as acknowledgements 
of the burden of poverty which the United 
Charities of Chicago is carrying fer the 
whole middle west. 


Agreement with Other Cities. 

| “The United Charities transportation 
| department and the county agent, how- 
ever, have signed an agreement with hun- 
dreds of similar departments and organi- 
zations in this country and Canada to 
abide by the rules of the committee on 
transportation of the National Confer- 
ence of Charities and Correction. 

“There are many rules covering the 
transportation of dependents, and a vio- 
lation by the authorities of other cities 
makes it obligatory for us to return the 
applicant to the town that sent him and 
charge the cost to their charity depart- 
ment. 

A poor family was sent to a western 
city from Pennsyivania without the nec- 
essary precautions. The husband sold 
his ticket, and his wife made the trip 
alone. Upon her arrival she told a pitiful 
story of her husband dying in Philadel- 
phia. The local charity refused to send 
her back to Philadeiphia without making 
proper inquiry and observing the trans 
portation agreement. Later the husband 
was found and compelled to care for his 
family. 


Woman from Texas. 
“There is a woman in Chicago today 
| whose legal residence is in San Antonio, 
Tex., whose relatives here cannot support 
her, and who was sent here by a char- 
itable agency in direct violation of the 
agreement. We are demanding that San 
Antonio send money for her fare back

Bank Amendment Joker. 


According to Washington dispatches the fol- 
lowing amendment to the federal reserve act 
has been introduced in congress: 

The federal reserve board shall have power 


eral reserve banks of their respective districts 
any portion of their reserves now required by 
section 19 of this act to be carried in their 
own vaults.“ 

The joker in the foregoing te that the re- 
serve carried in the federal reserve banks 
may, according to law, be checked down, that 
The amendment 
points toward relieving the banks of the re- 
serve requirements. 

It would accomplish in a different way the 
game result sought to be accomplished by 
making national bank notes eligible for re- 
serves or by making federal reserve bank 
notes eligible for reserves. Both these propo- 
sitions have already been voted down. The 
present effort is a little more ingenious in that 
on its face it appears to shift reserves rather 
than to lower them. 


Short-Interest Reduced. 


According to New York advices the borrow- 
ing demand for stocks on July 30 mdicated 
the existence of a short interest amounting to 
more than 1,000, shares. That interest, it 
is estimated, has since been reduced 80 per 
cent. It is declared it would be a practical 
impossibility to ascertain accurately the pres- 
ent extent of the bear account in the market, 
but brokers as a rule have endeavored to in- 
duce customers who were short to cover com- 
mitments, though they have not been entirely 
successful. Those who have not covered are 
determined to maintain their position until 
bueineas is resumed on the exchange. 

According to the Wall Street Journal, there 
will be no rush of shorts to cover when the 
exchange reopens, and the market will be 
largely governed by the absorptive demand, 
fortified possibly by supporting orders placed 
by large banking institutions.
